Thursday was expected to be arraigned 
on a murder charge here today. 


The man was identified as John Mark 


LeTender, about 28, of Neopit. He ap- 
peared without counsel in court today 
and formal arraignment was set for 
Dec. 9. He is being held on 550,000 bond. 


The Rev. Marcellus Cabo, 59, died in 


the rectory at St. Anthony Catholic 
Church in Neopit shortly after he was 
stabbed eight times at about 2 a.m. 


Although Menominee County author- 


ities have released few details of their 
investigation, it was learned that Cabo 
apparently was stabbed after he sur- 
prised an intruder at the rectory, where 
he has lived alone since an assistant 
pastor died about six months ago.

A friend of the dead priest said she

Haldeman opens his defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) - H. R. Halde- 


man, Richard M Nixon's former staff 
chief, opened his defense today at the 
Watergate cover-up trial by giving a 
verbal guided tour of the White House. 


Haldeman became the second of the 


five defendants to take the witness stand 
with the trial still waiting for a report 
from court-appointed doctors on 
whether former President Nixon is well 
enough to testify. 


A spokesman for Dr. Charles Hufna- 


gel, chairman of the three-man panel 
which examined Nixon and his medical 
records in California on Monday, said 
the report would be delivered to U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica before 
noon. 


Haldeman began testifying after for- 


mer Ally. Gen. John N. Mitchell com- 
pleted his defense case with 20 minutes 
of cross examination by an attorney for 
one of the other defendants. 


Haldeman described his role on the 


Nixon White House staff as having "the 
basic responsibility for the planning 
and implementation of the President's 
daily activates ... my time was sched- 


uled solely on the basis of the demands 
of the President's time." 


He described himself as "the one per- 


son who was totally available to the 
President day or night" with the re- 
sponsibility to "get done whatever he 
wanted done or find out whatever he 
wanted to find out." 


Then he described where various 


White House aides worked in relation to 
the President's Oval Office. 


Located closest to the President's of- 


fice was Alexander P. Butterfield. said 
Haldeman. Next was the office of Rose 
Mary Woods. Nixon's personal secre- 
tary, and next to her office was Halde- 
man's. 


Haldeman. Mitchell, former White 


House aide John D. Ehrlichman. former 
assistant Ally. Gen. Robert C. Mardian 
and Kenneth w. Parkinson, one time 
lawyer for the Nixon reelection com- 
mittee, are charged with conspiring to 
obstruct the investigation of the Water- 
gate break-in. 


Parkinson's lawyer drew from Mitch- 


ell testimony that the former attorney 
general had never met Parkinson before 


July 13. 1972, when Parkinson 
was 


brought in to defend the re-election com- 
mittee against a civil suit by the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. Mitchell 
said he told Parkinson the re-election 
committee had no involvement in the 
Watergate break-in.

Ford plans to visit mainland China next 
year in a move to accelerate U.S. rela- 
tions with the mainland and to balance 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev's trip to 
Washington next June. 


An announcement of the presidential 


visit, giving no specific date or reason, 
was given in a joint communique issued 
today in Washington and Peking as Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger's com- 
pleted a five-day trip to China. 


U.S. officials traveling with Kissinger 


said they expected the trip would take 
place late in 1975. It was also understood 
that the Chinese took the initiative in ar- 
ranging the visit. 


Ford will be following the footsteps of 


former President Richard Nixon, whose 
1972 visit marked the end of a quarter 
century of estrangement and produced 
the Shanghai communique setting 
guidelines for developing normal rela- 
tions between the two nations. 


The communique today said 
thai 


"U.S. and Chinese sides held frank, 
wide-ranging and mutually frank talks" 
during Kissinger's visit. 
It added: 


"They reaffirmed their unchanged com- 
mitments to the principles of the 
Shanghai communique." 


Otherwise. Kissinger's visit produced 


no evident major advance in improving 
relations, although an agreement ap- 
peared to be near on compensation to 
Americans whose property was seized 
after the Chinese revolution. 


"I 
look forward to visiting the 


People's Republic of China sometime 
next year and to continuing the process 
of normalizing our relations," Ford said 
in a written statement. 


Kissinger, on his way home from Pek- 


ing without seeing Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung this trip, apparently made no ma- 
jor breakthrough regarding Taiwan 
during his latest talks in the Chinese 
capital. 


Newsmen traveling with Kissinger 


were told that at the start of his trip he 
had no intention of arranging the presi- 
dential visit but that circumstances de- 
veloped that led to an invitation. 


The trip was discussed by cable with 


Washington on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, when it was nailed down. 


the Chinese were said to be basically 


satisfied 
with the pace of detente'. 


Ford's visit would overcome a sense of 
isolation that would be heightened when 
Brezhnev visits Washington in June, 
when he and Ford probably will sign a 
new 10-year treaty l i m i t i n g offensive nu- 
clear arms. 


The communique made no reference 


to Taiwan, the refuge of the ousted Na- 
tionalist government of Chiang Kai- 
shek. But U.S. officials said there will 
be some reduction in the 4,000-man U.S. 
force on the island before Ford goes tc 
China. 


Nixon and his Chinese hosts had been 


unable to agree on a common policy 
toward Taiwan. 


U.S. officials in Kissinger's party 


claimed that the Chinese did not press 
the secretary of state to loosen ties with 
Taipei. According to the Shanghai com- 
munique, "There is but one China and 
Taiwan is a part of China." 


The 65-word communique issued 


today was a marked contrast m terse- 
ness to the long and somewhat am- 
biguous statement of Kissinger's v sit 
last year. 


After initial drafting of a longer docu- 


ment, the two sides apparently decided 
against restating established principles 
in budding U.S.-Chinese relations. 


All week long Kissinger expected a 


call from Mao Tsetung that never came.

cannot testify. He had been subpoenaed 
by John D. Ehrlichman. one of the five 
defendants. 


The doctors said that if Nixon's recov- 


ery continues that he might be able to 
testify at a courtroom near his home at 
San Clemente. Calif., by Feb. 2. 


The possibility remained that Sirica 


could order a delay in the trial long 
enough to obtain the former President's 
testimony by deposition.

were expected at a hearing set by 
USDA on a recent "recommended 
decision" against hiking minimum 
prices for Class I milk sold by 
farmers in the nation's 61 federal 
milk marketing order areas. 


An industry spokesman said the 


hearing was called primarily in 
response to a request by Interstate 
Milk Producers 
Cooperative, 


Southampton, Pa. However, other 
ogranizationsand individuals were 
expected to attend. 


Department officials announced 


Nov. 13 that an earlier proposal for 
increasing Class I milk minimum 
prices had been tentatively rejected, 
although officials said the plan 
would be kept open for further 
comment until Dec. 4. 


Meantime, many farm belt 


members of Congress put pressure 
on the administration to raise milk 
price supports. 


MADISON - The corn for grain crop 


will be considerably lower than the Oc- 
tober estimate, according to the Novem- 
ber report of the Wisconsin Statistical 
Reporting Service. 


It was noted as the harvest progressed 


during October it was found that yields 
were lower than expected. 


That is the report from H.M. Walters, 


state-federal statistician with the Wis- 
consin Department of Agriculture. He 
said the production of corn for grain Is 
now estimated a 157 million bushels, a 9 
per cent delcine from the 1973 crop. The 
yield is estimated at only 75 bushels per 
acre, the lowest since 1964 when the 
yield was 71 bushels. 


October estimates hati pegged the 


crop at 171 million bushels with a yield 
of 82 bushels per acre. 


The cold, rainy spring, a dry July, an 


early September killing frost in the 
west and north, and a September state- 


' wide frost were responsible for the re- 


duced corn crop, which was only 55 per 
cent harvested on Nov. 11. 


In addition to a reduction in quantity 


the 1974 crop has poorer quality with 
some mold problems, substantial 
shrinkage and a lighter test weight. 


While estimates were dismal for corn, 


prospects were brighter for potato and 
cranberry growers. Potato production is 
expected to total 
13.2 million hun- 


dredweight, up 15 per cent from 1973 
and the cranberry harvest is estimated 
at 840.000 barrels, an increase of 11 per 
cent from last year and a new produc- 
tion record. 


The poor weather this vear also af- 


fected the state's tobacco production, 
now estimated at 17.6 million pounds, a 
decline of 7 per cent from last year.

List aids consumer at supermarket 


• In these days of runaway food prices, 
general inflation, and well-meant com- 
plications like unit pricing, there's no 
doubt the American food shopper needs 
all the help she (or he) can get. 
•r Such help sometimes comes from 
quite unlikely sources. You might ex- 
pect helpful hints from consumers' 
unions, food processors, civic organiza- 
tions, and the like, but not from a big 
electronics manufacturer. 


• Expectations to the contrary a pioneer 
electronic calculator company has come 
up with a baker's dozen ways to help 
stretch the shrinking supermarket dol- 
lar. 


Here they are: 


• 1. Don't shop on an empty stomach; 
pushing your cart around when you're 
hungry invariably makes you buy more' 
food items. 
' 2. Beware of stores that give trading 
stamps. Somebody has to pay the cost of 
these giveaways, and it's usually you. 


3. Remember that "convenience" 


foods — those that are prepared in ad- 
vance — just have to cost more than 
those you prepare yourself. Nobody 
works for nothing. 


4. Look owTor packages that look big

but may contain less value. Unit pricing 
labels are a big help, but often the vari- 
ous combinations of weights and prices 
are so complicated that some mechani- 
cal help is a good idea. (Not surpris- 
ingly, Casio suggests its own "mini" 
calculator, which can be carried in po- 
cket or purse as a good way to supple- 
ment arithmetic talent.) 


5. Buy "store brands" whenever pos- 


sible, but don't pass up name brand spe- 
cials, which can often save you a sub- 
stantial amount when your timing is 
right. 


6. Pay with cash rather than by check. 


For one thing, the cost of check han- 
dling is passed on to you by the store. 
Second, when'you're laying out hard 
cash, you lend to be more careful about 
now much you spend. 


7. Get to know the meaning of food 


gradings. For example, when compar- 
ing eggs of different sizes and prices use 
the following rule: Buy extra large 
rather than large eggs if the price dif- 
ference per dozen is less than 1/9 of the 
price of extra large"; buy large rather 
than medium if the price difference is 
less than % the price of large; buy me- 
dium rather than small if the difference 


is less than 1/7 the pnce of medium. 


8. Don't be talked into buy-ing large 


quantities of a food item just because it 
is priced, let's say, "10 for 89 cents " If 
it's a perishable item, you are very 
likely to wipe out your "big" one cent 
saving over the price of 9 cents each by 
spoilage. 


9. Make sure when buying meat that 


you take into account the amount of fat, 
gristle, or bone which can't be eaten and 
which creates a false impression of the 
real price per pound you are paying. 


10. Use your calculator to keep a run- 


ning total of your purchases as you shop 
the aisles. That way you can correct any 
excesses before the moment of truth at 
the checkout. 


11. Use your home freezer to help you 


take advantage of specials on such peri- 
shable items as bread, meats, and so 
forth. You can save a lot by buying in 
quantity when the price is low - pro- 
vided, of course, you have enough 
freezer space to hold your bargains. 


12. Stay away from "convenience" 


size packages for such foods as dry ce- 
real, snack food, or canned juices. A 
simple calculation of the comparative 
price per ounce will show you that 


you're paving more for the box or can 
(which you can't eat) than for what's in- 
side. 


13. Look for the date now imprinted on 


many perishable foods like dairy prod- 
ucts, baked goods, and others, to be sure 
you're buying things you know are 
fresh. If, in spite of your efforts, you get 
something unusable, take it back to the 
store for a refund or credit. 


Food shopping today is a calculated 


risk, the calculator manufacturer ad- 
mits, but following the above rule^ and 
using your head should increase your 
chances of survival.

Dear Dr. Thosleson: My leg is sore 


and (here is a sizable lump behind Ihc 
knee. My doctor tells me it Is a Baker's 
cyst. 


What is the cause and treatment'' Is 


(here a possibility of malignancy? Do 
you recommend removal? Am I likely to 
have a recurrence? — N.B. 


A Baker's cyst is a bulge filled with a 


jelly-like f l u i d behind the knee. The 
amount of discomfort can vary. So can 
treatment. It is not, however, malig- 
nant. 


The cause of a Baker's cyst has led to 


some difference of opinion. Some be- 
lieve it is basically a disease of the knee 
joint, with the fluid accumulation be- 
hind the joint. Another thought is it may 
be inflammation of a bursa under a ten- 
don in that area but may or may not 
have anything to do with the joint itself. 
Injury to the knee can be involved hut 
often there is no evidence of that. 


Sometimes a Baker's cyst disappears 


without any treatment, but you cannot 
depend on that to happen. 


Conservative [peatmen: consists of 


drawing out the jeliy-like substance, 
and this, with an injection of hydro- 
cortisone, may solve the problem. And 
then again, it may not. 


If the cyst, after this withdrawal of 


matter, recurs, then surgical removal is 
the logical step. Any communication 
wiih the knee joint is sealed off, and re- 
currence of the cyst is unlikely. 


I am not saying that surgery- is always 


necessary, or whether any treatment is 
necessary. It depends on the size of the 
cyst, and on how much discomfort it 
causes. Your age may be a factor, too. 


A Baker's cyst is more commonly 


found in older people, but it can occur in 
younger age groups.

Lack of fibrous food in the diet may

Bran itself 
is the most concentrated form of fiber, 
and two heaped soup spoonfuls will pro- 
vide the necessary two grams a day to 
restore a healthy balance to the diet.

The state Department of Natural Re- 


sources (DNR) has approved prelimi- 
nary plans for a one million gallon ele- 
vated water storage tank for Appleton. 


Water plant Supt. Daniel Baer, who 


drew up the specifications for the tank 
to be located on the city's southeast side, 
said construction of the 140-foot-high- 
plus tank had been tentatively sched- 
uled for 1976, but current economic con- 
ditions now make that date uncertain. 


"Unquestionably, the construction of 


such a tank would necessitate a rate in- 
crease in the future," Baer also pointed 
out. 


Price tag for the facilities, which 


would increase the city water system's 
elevated storage tank capacity from 
three to four million gallons, is $600,000. 


Baer's plans for the tank were ap- 


proved with only minor modifications 
by the DNR's division of environmental 
standards. 


Baer said the tank has been recom- 


mended in two water commission con- 
sultant studies since 1967 for construc- 
tion by 1980. 


The tank, pinpointed for location near 


the intersection of Lourdes Drive and 
Joseph Street, would not only add to the 
city's stored water capacity but help it 
maintain more uniform water pressure 
throughout the city. Currently, pressure 
on the southeast side is sometimes be- 
low the average. 


The commission could decide what to 


do with the project at its Dec. 5 meeting. 
If the decision would be to go ahead now, 
Baer said, the earliest construction date 
possible would be 1976 because the city 
could not get steel delivery before then. 


The commission could decide to au- 


thorize the taking of bids at once, or 
delay the project to see what happens 
with the economy, Baer said. 


The city has two, half-million-gallon 


storage tanks and one two-million-gal- 
lon storage standpipe. 


If the commission went ahead with the 


project, it could not seek a water rate in- 
crease from the state Public Service 
Commission (PSC) until after the facil- 
ity is built. The water commission must 
demonstrate to the PSC that current wa- 
ter rates do not bring in enough reve- 
nues to pay for the $600,000 facility. 


Baer said that based on current water 


consumption, a rate increase would be 
required. 


The PSC gave the water commission 


approval for a water rate increase in 
June, the first increase since 1971. That 
increase amounted to an average of 11 or 
12 per cent more in water fees for the av- 


erage consumer. The new rates went 
into effect in July. 


The PSC allowed the water utility a 5.5 


per cent return on investment (profit), 
the normal return allowed water utili- 
ties. Baer said today the revenues that 
could be set aside with that 5.5 per cent 
return would not be enough to pay for 
the S600.000 water tank. 


Baer submitted his plans for the ele- 


vated water tank to the division of envi- 
ronmental standards Sept. 4.

the two truck routes to speak out. 


Five homeowners and the Rev. 


John Mullarkey, Xavier principal, 
said adding a truck route to a street 
that is already one of the most heav- 
ily traveled in the city could be 
"chaotic" for pedestrians and mo- 
torists already traveling there. 


They note that nine school warn- 


ing signs and four school speed 
warning signs lie along the pro- 
posed loute. There are two curves 
along the route "that have been the 
locations of numerous accidents in 
recent years," and a dangerous 


curve and two railroad crossings 
beyond the city limits would add to 
the route's dangers if trucks were 
added. 


"Adding huge trucks to the exist- 


ing high volume of passenger cars, 
school buses, city buses and chil- 
dren-pedestrian crossings could be 
chaotic," the letter read.

In 
November. 1973, the consumer product 
safety commission initiated the con- 
sumer deputy toy surveillance program 
with a project involving about 1,000 vol- 
unteers. The successful effect of encour- 
aging voluntary compliance proved to 
be so beneficial that the program was 
reinstated for the current preholiday 
season.

Q: My neighbor recently got a ticket 


for going 30 miles an hour In a school 
rone. She swears there were no children 
in sight. This has me worried since I 
must pass three schools on my way to 
work, only one of which is posted for 15 
miles per hour. If I drive 15 m.p.h. other 
drivers get mad. Would you please an- 
swer these questions: (1) Does the 15 
m.p.h. limit apply to all schools and 
school crossings, or just those marked 
with the 15 m.p.h. sign? (2) What Is the 
meaning of the small sign underneath 
which says ."When Children are 
Present"? (3) Explain what is meant by 
present. Does it include someone stand- 
ing in the school doorway, a toddler 
playing across the street in a yard? A 
teen-ager walking down the street or 
riding a bicycle? Or does it mean 
present in the sidewalk area only? The 
driver's manual is no help since it says 
"15 m.p.h. unless otherwise posted 
passing a school when children are go- 
ing to and from school or playing within 
the sidewalk area." Schools start at dif- 
ferent times, and I have no idea what 
their lunch hour is. I realize these are a 
lot of questions, but if it's going to cost a 
$200 fine, I think someone owes us some 
answers. 


A: I think confusion about the school 


speed restriction exists primarily be- 
cause it is in force only part of the time. 
The law is designed to protect children 
when protection is needed, yet allow 
free flow of traffic at other times. 


Though the driver knows that a child 


shouldn't dart into the street, and that 
pedestrians should cross at crosswalks, 
the law recognizes that children fre- 
quently forget, especially when they're 
playing.

Section 340.01(58) defines the side- 


walk area as that area between the curb, 
or the lateral lines of the roadway, and 
the adjacent property line.

streets before you approach the school, 
you should have a pretty good idea they 
may be going to or from school, particu- 
larly between 7:30 and 8:30 a.m., be- 
tween 3 and 4 p.m. or around noon. 


There are instances where marked 


crosswalks are several blocks away 
from the school. The law specifies the" 
speed limit is 15 m.p.h. if children are 
crossing or about to cross the highway. 
Therefore, if you see children in the 
sidewalk area between the point where 
the school crossing sign is located and 
through the intersection, you must slow 
to 15 m.p.h. 


As to the questions as to what consti- 


tutes "present," if it's during hours 
when children are going to and from 
school, even though the student in the 
doorway would not be technically 
"present," you still would have to slow 
to 15 m.p.h. Otherwise you wouldn't. A 
teen-ager is a "child" unless he or she is 
older than 18. Though the law is de- 
signed to protect school children, and 
would not particularly apply to the tod- 
dler across the street, common sense 
would tell a driver to slow down, since 
preschoolers 
are 
notoriously unpre- 


dictable. 


The State Patrol said the above is a 


strict interpretation of the law, and 
noted 
that local law enforcement 


agencies may interpret the statutes dif- 
ferently in their own areas. 


However, since the Uniform State 


Traffic Deposit Schedule adopted by the 
County Judges' Association has a rather 
hefty deposit for school zone violations 
ranging from $100-$200, and penalties 
upon conviction ranging from $40-$300 
depending upon the speed at which the 
vehicle was traveling,, it certainly is 
wise to observe the law as it is written. 
Additionally, you may be assessed three 
points against your driving record for 
up to 19 miles over the speed limit and 
six points for 20 and over. 


While it is true that some drivers be- 


come irate at those who observe the 
speed limit (this is a frequent complaint 
that a driver who observes the 55 m.p.h. 
limit is obstructing traffic), this is not 
an excuse for breaking the law, and cer- 
tainly not one which would hold up in 
court.

bishop Makanos was acclaimed by tens 
of thousands of Greeks today as he 
stopped in Athens on his way home from 
exile to confer with Greek officials on 
the future of Cyprus. 


Speaking from his hotel balcony, the 


archbishop told cheering Greeks that he 
was willing to concede self-determina- 
tion to the minority Turkish community 
on Cyprus "but not partition of the is- 
land." 


"I offer an olive branch of peace to the 


Turks." he said. 


Makanos, who fled his country after a 


coup aided by the Greek military junta 
then m power, said there must be agree- 
ment between Athens and Nicosia on the 
Cyprus policy pursued. 


His brief address was frequently in- 


terrupted by crowds chanting, "We are 
with you" and "No partition." 


After recent talks in Washington with 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 
Makarios was reliab'y reported to have 
agreed in principle to a "communal fed- 
eration" of Greek and Turkish commu- 
nities. This would mean dividing 
Cyprus into Swiss-style cantons which 
would permit Greeks and Turks to re- 
turn to their homes on the strife-torn 
Mediterranean island. 


Makarios was given a rousing airport 


welcome and was greeted by Premier 
Constantine Caramanlis and leading 
members of his cabinet as he stepped 
off a commercial airliner from West 
Germany where he had been on a pri- 
vate visit. 


Police cordoned off the hotel and kept 


the surging crowds as far away as pos- 
sible. 


Security measures were among the 


tightest in recent days after rumors cir- 
culated that members of EOKA-B, an 
anti-Makarios group from Cyprus, 
would attempt to assassinate him. 


Placards carried in the crowded 


square hailed him as the "Savior of 
Cyprus." 


Athens is the closest Makarios has 


been to his homeland since he was top- 
pled by the Cyprus national guard led by 
Greek army officers on July 15. After 
avoiding an attempt on his life, Ma- 
karios fled the Mediterranean island 
with British military assistance a day 
later.

1973 and the problem is worsening. 


It declared that the provincial archae- 


ological museum of Brindisi and the ci- 
vic museum of Termini Imerese have 
been virtually emptied. Thieves have 
pilfered from them 1,500 ancient vases, 
coins and bronze statues, mostly dating 
back to Greek and Roman times, it said. 


An Italian abroad feels "painfully as- 


tonished" at seeing masterpieces of "il- 
legal acquisition" exhibited not only in 
private collections but also in state mu- 
seums, Vita Italiana said. 


It cited a madonna and child by Lo- 


renzo Monaco reported stolen in Milan 
and now on show in the Museum of 
Stuttgart in West Germany. As anorher 
example, it said a panel painted in 1-483 
by Jacopo del Sellaio was stolen from 
the church of San Frediano in Florence 
and is now on display at the State Mu- 
seum of Berlin. 


"Perhaps the most striking case is 


that of a madonna by Paolo Veronese. It 
was taken away by German armies in 
1943 and is still adorning a German gov- 
ernment building," the article said.

Vita Italiana identified 
none of the banks allegedly involved. 


The article complained that legisla- 


tion from sources like the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization have been ineffective 
in halting the drain. "Not all countries 
have signed the UNESCO agreement 
calling for the extradition of art works 
unlawfully imported," it said. "You can 
trade a stolen art piece as you like if you 
just keep it hidden fora while." 


As for Italy's efforts to protect its ar- 


tistic heritage, the publication said suf- 
ficient protection is almost impossible. 
Italy has almost 30,000 churches and 
60,000 other religious buildings, many 
with splendid Renaissance period arti- 
facts; 200 state museums; and hun- 
dreds of municipal and private art col- 
lections. 


Nevertheless, Vita Italiana implied 


that more could be done. It said that in' 
1973 the Italian Fine Arts Authority set 
aside only $30,000, for installing alarms 
in just 53 museums and churches. In the 
same year art thefts jumped to 8,520.

were out for the Cowboys. 


"I was really out," Staubach said af- 


ter the game. "I've been hit before, but I 
was really out this time." 


Then he snapped: "It is almost more 


satisfying to win with Longley because 
of what Talbert said.

"He wanted me to get hurt and he

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Slumping Eagles remain dangerous

GREEN BAY — Ever since the sixth 


week of the season, the Philadelphia 
Eagles have been crumbling faster than 
an Italian government. 


Two weeks ago it got so bad. Coach 


Mike McCormack was moved to say, "If 
we didn't set pro football back, then we 
sure tried." Last Sunday it was no bet- 
ter either as the Eagles lost their sixth 
straight to Washington, 26-7, and fell to 
4-7. 


Most of their problems lie on offense. 


After ranking second in the National 
Football League in 1973, they have 
dropped to 22nd as of this week. 


The difficulties started at fullback 


when Norm Bulsich suffered three con- 
cussions in five games. From there it 
spread like the domino theory. 


With Bulaich, who was an integral 


part of the offense, particularly as a 
blocker. hurt, opposing defenses found 
it easier to stop halfback Tom Sullivan. 
And when they managed to do that, then 
they started overplaying the pass and 
began shutting off Roman Gabriel. 


Lately, it seems as though nothing is 


functioning. 


Gabriel, the fourth leading passer in 


the NFL a year ago. now ranks llth. 
He's completing 57.1 per cent of his pas- 
ses, but his average gain per attempt is 
5.52 yards, lowest among the NFC's 13 
starting quarterbacks. 


Wide Receiver Harold Carmichael, an 


imposing physical specimen at 6-foot-7 


and 225 pounds, and tight end Charles 
Young still rank the conference's top 
five receivers. But they're behind last 
year's pace, their averages are down 
and thy've had a tendency to drop an 
inexcusable number of passes. 


Nevertheless. Gabriel, 
Carmichael. 


Young and Don Zimmerman, the other 
wide receiver, remain an explosive 
threat. Potentially, they're as dan- 
gerous as anybody in the league. 


A lot depends, though, on how much 


time Gabriel gets to pass. Two weeks 
ago, St. Louis, a team not known for 
having a fearsome pass rush, sacked 
Gabriel an incredible nine times. 


The Eagle line consists of Jerry Sise- 


more and Steve Smith at tackle." Wade 
Key and Roy Kirksey at guard, and Guy 
Morriss at center. Kirksey is playing for 
Mark Nordquisl. who has been sidelined 
with an injury. 


Sisemore. a second-year man. is best 


of the group, while the others are prob- 
ably just average. Something to watch 
for Sunday is that Morriss. because his 
weight is down to 236. has had trouble 
coping with odd-man lines, where some- 
one lines up directly over center. 


Sullivan is the leading rusher, but his 


statistics are rather unimpressive. He 
has 554 yards and a meager 3.3 average 
per carry-. Bulaich. who is again start- 
ing despite an assortment of ailments. 


has 119 yards. And Ron (Fo) James, the 
third back, has been sidelined with an 
injured knee. 


Defensively, largely as a result of the 


acquisition of middle linebacker Bill 
Bergey, the Eagles have improved con- 
siderably. The former Cincinnati Ben- 
gal has solidified what was the second 
worst defense in the NFL last year. 


Up front, the Eagles start Will Wynn 


and Joe Jones at end, and Jerry Ration 
and Mitch Sutton at tackle. Patlon. an 
off-season acquisition frnm Buffalo, is 
probably the best of the group, but he 
may be sidelined Sunday with a bruised 
thigh. If so. his place will be taken by 
Bill Dunstan. 


Jones and Wynn are strong pass rush- 


ers, but can be run on. 


Along with Bergey. the Eagles have 


another all-pro caliber linebacker on the 
strong side in Steve Zabel. He's success- 
fully come back from an Achilles tendon 
injury. An improving youngster. John 
Bunting, is the third linebacker. 


Cornerback was a suspect position be- 


fore the season started, but Joe Laven- 
der and John Outlaw have played sur- 
prisingly well. In fact, the" Eagles 
acquired Charlie Ford from Chicago to 
iry and shore up the psition and he 
hasn't been able to cam a siarting as- 
signment. 


Th: safeties. Bill Bradley-on the weak 


side and Randy Logan on the strong 
side, combine to make one of the best 
combinations in the league. Bradley is a 
superb ballhawk. while Logan, although 
just a second-year man, is blossoming 
into one of the game's best. 


Generally, if there is a shortage of 


anything on the Eagle defense it is expe- 
rience. Logan, Levender and Wynn have 
been in the league two years. Sutton is a 
rookie. And nobody has been around for 
more than six years. 


The kicking is handled by Tom Dem- 


psey and he's booted nine of 14 field 
goals. Rookie Merritt Kersey is the 
punter and golder of a 37.2 average. 


Duane Thomas circling end for 19 yards 
and the score early in the fourth period. 


Dallas' rookie fullback Charles Young 


gave the ball right back to the Redskins, 
who couldn't move. Mark Moseley, who 
had kicked three field goals to give 
Washington a 9-3 halftime lead, lined up 
what appeared to be a sure chip shot. 
But Ed "Too Tall" Jones knocked away 
the 24-yard attempt to give Dallas life. 


The Redskins punted to the Cowboys 


with less than two minutes to play,.but 
they had no time outs left and faced 
fourth and six at their own 44. Longley 
connected with Bob Hayes on a pass play 
that had only inches to spare for the first 
down. 


The clock was still running whe 


Coach Tom Landry sent him the play ot 
the game. 


Landry said, "The pass was perfectly 


thrown. . . We just caught them flat- 
footed. Clint just has incredible ability. 
He just knows where his receivers are. 
He is too young to read defenses cor- 
rectly, but he just has a special football 
sense." 


Harvey Martin of Dallas then pounced 


on a Kilmer fumble after the dramatic 
TD pass to Pearson and Texas Stadium 
was bedlam. 


"I wasn't nervous, but I sure was ex- 


cited," Longley babbled after the game. 
The Cowboy dressing room resembled 
their celebration after the victory in Su- 
per Bowl VI.

Pro football may have taken its last 


breath in Detroit proper, and the Lions 
almost assuredly have taken their last 
collective breath as far as National 
Football League playoff hopes for 1974 
go- 


Denver delt the fatal blow Thursday 


with a 31-27 victory before a Thanksgiv- 
ing Day national television audience and 
a Tiger Stadium crowd of 51,157. 


The Broncos got 144 yards rushing 


from Otis Armstrong and utilized a rare 
onside kick to open the second half, re- 
versing the momentum in their favor. 


Denver upped its record to 6-5-1 and 


has only the slimmest of chances of 
gaining the playoffs. Detroit, which lost 
for only the second time in the last eight 
games, is in the same boat at 6-6. 


It was probably the last Lions game 


ever at Tiger Stadium. They are sched- 
uled to play next season at the Pontiac 
Metropolitan Stadium now under con- 
struction some 30 miles north of Detroit. 


"Our playoff chances certainly don't 


look good now," Lions' Coach Rick For- 
zano said, understating the case. 


"It's been kind of hard to say any- 


thing because I was counting on being 7- 
0. 


Coach Hohn Ralston of Denver re- 


ferred to his team's playoff prospects as 
being "dismal at best." 


"But we've got a young club that's 


coming on," he said. "The mark of a 
good team is how it improves." 


Denver, which upset Oakland last 


Sunday, is in second in the American 
Conference West. Three teams not lead- 
ing other AFC divisions have better 
records and better chances for the wild 
card playoff spot. 


Detroit trails Minnesota, 7-4, and 


Green Bay 6-5. in the National Confer- 
ence's Central Division. 


"Right now I feel a letdown." said 


Lions' owner William Clay Ford. "But I 
feel good about the team. It got off to a 
rough (0-4) start and to come back from 
that is a great tribute to them." 


Ralston credited assistant coach My- 


rel Moore with the suggestion to try the 
onside kick. 


"The overwhelming feeling was we

Ralston said. 


Denver owned a 10-3 lead before the 


Lions got two touchdowns within 52 sec- 
onds in the closing moments of the first 
half to take a 17-10 lead.

They added a one-yard scoring dive 


from Armstrong and a one-yard pass by 
Charley Johnson to Riley Odoms in that 
same period and Detroit could never re- 
gain the lead. 


Errol Marvn kick two field goals and 


three extra points for the Lions to set a 
team career scoring record of 538 
points. Doak Walker set the old mark of 
534 in 1955. 


Armstrong, second-year start from 


Purdue, is the leading rusher in the 
AFC. His 144 yards in 24 carries pushed 
his total to 1,082 to make him the first 
1,000-yard rusher this season. 


Lions' fullback Steve Owens suffered 


torn knee ligaments in the first quarter 
when he was tackled on the Denver one- 
yard line after a 27-yard run, the longest 
of his career. 


He was to undergo surgery today 


along with second-string tight end T.C. 
Blair, who suffered a similar injury in 
the final period. 


Detroit couldn't make that final yard 


after Ownes' big run and settled instead 
for Mann's 21-yard field goal and a 3-0 
lead.

Trade may 
fall victim 


• 


to economy

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (AP) - Ex- 


panding trade appears to have helped, 
unwittingly, to create the world's 
present economic woes and may in turn 
fall victim to them. 


A United Nations survey of current 


economic developments suggests that 
an en> of economic isolationism could be 
on the horizon, as nations try to defend 
themselves against inflation and the 
price uncertainty of oil. food and other 
commodities. 


That would shut off the unprecedented 


expansion in trade that has occurred in 
the past three years. The world would 
find itself in a domino cycle going 
against the exchange of food, oil, raw 
materials, industrial equipment and 
manufactured goods. 


The survey, prepared by the U.N. De- 


partment of Economic and Social Af- 
fairs at the request of the General As- 
sembly, traces the problems from 1971. 
That was the year Western countries be- 
gan a series of currency realignments, 
including two devaluations of the Amer- 
ican dollar. These had the desired effect 
of increasing world trade, particularly 
for the United States, which wanted to 
make up its balance of payments deficit. 


During 1972 and 1973. the export mar- 


ket became the single most important 
stimulus to production in a majority of 
industrialized countries, among them 
West Germany. Britain, Franc-? and the 


— United States. Price controls in the 


United States also made it more attrac- 
tive to sell goods abroad than at home. 


Trade among all nations reached an 


estimated 5570 billion in 1973. up 37 per 
cent from 1972. or a record 25 per cent 
even if measured in pre-devaluation dol- 
lars. Just about even-body was trading 
with everybody else. 


This in turn increased demand for the 


ores and other raw materials used by in- 
dustry1. However, suppliers were unable 
to increase production quickly enough 
to meet the short run demand, so. the 
survey notes, "markets remained gen- 
erally unsatisfied, and prices rose rap- 
idly." 


By the end of 1973. the survey finds, 


lumber prices were averaging 50 per 
cent about 1972, pulp prices 60 per cent 
higher; the increase in metal prices 
ranged from 14 per cent for aluminum 
to a doubling for copper and a trebling 
for zinc. For the major nonferrous met- 
als as a group, the price index at the end 
of 1973 was about 70 per cent higher than 
a year earlier. The New York price for 
natural rubber was three times what it 
had averaged two years earlier. 


Food exports be'gan a similar boom, 


though for different reasons. The survey 
attributes the rise in demand for food 
supplies to population growth, bad 
weather and increased meat consump- 
tion in rich countries. 


. 
Onto this scene came the doubling and 


re-doubling of oil prices. 


That will give members of the Organi- 


zation of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) at least $60 billion in extra 
cash this year. Most of it would other- 
wise have remained in the control of Eu- 
rope, the United States and other rich 
countries. 


What the survey terms a "general 


deceleration" of economies is occurring 
as nations struggle to pay this bill. The 
deceleration 
reaches 
into domestic 


economies in the form of layoffs and 
production cutbacks. If people losing 
their jobs begin to put the blame on im- 
ports, then governments could react 
with new trade barriers. 


At the same time, the enlarged output 


of raw materials stimulated by last 
year's high prices will be coming on the 
market. However, industries unsure of 
continued foreign markets may be hesi- 
tant to buy. 


Copper already is becoming available 


in larger amounts, but demand is sag- 
ging because of such things as auto pro- 
duction cutbacks. So prices have fallen 
to less than half what they were in April. 
However, an organization formed by 
four major copper exporting countries 
— Chile. Peru. Zaire ind Zambia — has 
decided to cut production by 10 per cent 
to try to boost prices. 


Exporters of a number of other com- 


modities, among them iron ore, bauxite, 
bananas and coffee, have also formed 
OPEC-like organizations or agreed to 
cooperate to protect or increase prices. 


The U.N. survey-, prepared from data 


available last April, does not discuss the 
impact of these efforts on economic 
trends. 


The survey says the scenario it de- 


scribes - steep oil bills, economic dece- 
leration and an oversupply of raw mate- 
rials — will severely test the philosophy 
of open door economics. 


Nations will have second thoughts 


about the ideas of interdependence and 
global solidarity that have underpinned 
most trade and aid policies since World 
War II. 


There already have been moves to 


limit some food exports, particularly by 
the United States and Argentina. While 
this could have the short run effect of 
holding down food prices in producer 
countries, it also cuts into the amount of 
foreign exchange available to import 
Chinese jade, Italian knits, and the ores 
and other raw materials needed by in- 
dustry to make more exports.

Nitze, who played a key role in nego- 


tiations leading to the first SALT agree- 
ment in 1972, resigned abruptly last 
June, saying the Watergate scandal 
made it impossible for the Nixon admin- 
istration to achieve a successful long- 
term pact that would enhance U.S. secu- 
rity. 


He said at the time that, until the ef- 


fectiveness of thp presidency was re- 
stored, "I see no real prospect for rever- 
sing certain unfortunate trends in the 
evolving situation" surrounding the 
then-deadlocked talks on SALT II.

"There is much we will need to do" to 
assure the survivability of the U.S. land- 
based missile force. 


"We certainly should consider a land-

"was going through things" at the rec- 
tory, Schmidt said, and Cabo was awak- 
ened. 


Cabo died of two stab wounds in the 


heart, Schmidt said. 


It was learned that the suspect, be- 


lieved to be about 25, turned himself in 
to police in Neopit shortly after Cabo 
was stabbed. Police then went to the rec- 
tory and found Cabo dead in a bathroom. 


There was some indication from unof- 


ficial sources that police are seeking one 
or more other suspects. Schmidt said 
this morning iie didn't know if anyone 
else was being sought. 


Police still were looking for the death 


weapon this morning, Schmidt said. 


The suspect, who, along with his fam- 


ily belongs to St. Anthony parish, was 
taken to jail in bhawano, where he is 


being held without bond. Schmidt said it 
appears there is enough evidence to 
bring a first degree murder charge. 


It was learned 
that the suspect's 


mother passed out when she visited her 
son in jail Thursday and had to be hospi- 
talized in Madison. 


A friend of the dead priest said she 


was sure Cabo recognized his assailant. 


"Father was a man who wouldn't 


fight anyone." the woman said. "He was 
a wonderful person."

Haldeman opens his defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) - H. R. Halde- 


man, Richard M Nixon's former staff 
chief, opened his defense today at the 
Watergate cover-up trial by giving a 
verbal guided tour of the White House.

five defendants to take the witness stand 
with the trial still waning for a report 
from court-appointed doctors on 
whether former President Nixon is well 
enough to testify. 


A spokesman" for Dr. Charles Hufna- 


gel. chairman of the three-man panel 
which examined Nixon and his medical 
records in California on Monday, said 
the report would be delivered to U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica before 
noon. 


Haldeman began testifying after for- 


mer Atty. Gen. John N. "Mitchell com- 
pleted his defense case with 20 minutes 
of cross examination by an attorney for 
one of the other defendants. 


Haldeman described his role on the 


Nixon White House staff as having •'the 
basic responsibility for the planning 
and implementation of the President's 
daily activites ... my time was sched- 


uled solely on the basis of the demands 
of the President's time." 


He described himself as "the one per- 


son who was totally available to the 
President day or night" with the re- 
sponsibility to "get done whatever he 
wanted done or find out whatever he 
wanted to find out." 


Then 
he described where various 


White House aides worked in relation to 
the President's Oval Office. 


Located closest to the President's of- 


fice was Alexander P. Butterfield. said 
Haldeman. Next was the office of Rose 
Man,- Woods. Nixon's personal secre- 
tary, and next to her office was Halde- 
man's. 


Haldeman. Mitchell, former White 


House aide John D. Ehrlichman. former 
assistant Atty. Gen. Robert C. Mardian 
and Kenneth \V. Parkinson, one time 
lawyer for the Nixon reelection com- 
mittee, arc charged with conspiring to 
obstruct the investigation of the Water- 
gate break-in 


Parkinson's lawyer drew from Mitch- 


ell testimony that the former attorney 
general had never mei Parkinson before 


July 13. 1972. when Parkinson was 
brought in to defend the re-election com- 
mittee against a civil suit by the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. Mitchell 
said he told Parkinson the re-election 
committee had no involvement in the 
Watergate break-in.

Johnson explained that contrary to what

Johnson pointed out that the enrollment 
shows that about a third of the students are 
from Winnebago County and just short of 
two-thirds come from Outagamie. This, he 
said, might indicate that a cost split other 
than ;X)-50 could be devised. 


This semester there are 790 students at- 


tending the campus for credit. However, 
projecting future enrollments is tough, ac- 
cording to Johnson, because many students 
are not immediate high school graduates. 


This has been one of the arguments of 


campus backers - that it serves a sector of 
students (military veterans and older) who 
would not attend if the campus were not 
there. 


When the land purchase proposal first 


came to the Winnebago County board, there 
were arguments that moves were afoot to 
close down the center system and encourage 
the students to a t t e n d the four-year 
campuses. 


Johnson readily admitted that there "is a 


degree of competition between campuses in 
the system" but he also argued that the Fox 
Valley Center has not been the reason for en- 
rollment drops at UW-Oshkosh and Green 
Bay. 


"There are several reasons for the losses. 


First, there's been a move to the VTAE sys- 
tem and, second, there's a general disen- 
chantment with higher education as a job 
preparation. Throughout the whole system,

Clintonville plan 
sees changing 
face of schools

The Bear Creek addition in 1969 also 


changed the complexion of the district, 
increasing its size to 160 square miles. 


The changing face of the district 


;"hool system svas discussed this week 
by the school board after the board svas 
presented with .the updated city plan 
prepared by Max Anderson Associates, 
Madison. 


Although the updated plan related di- 


rectly to the city and only indirectly to 
the total school district, Supt. V. J. Wad- 
leigh told the board that it would be in- 
sufficient to discus schools. 


Some of the information in the up- 


dated plan was compiled directly from 
school census figures and reported at 
the annual joint school district meeting. 


Wadleigh told the board that the 196G- 


68 plan considered rerouting traffic and 
adding a mall with a circular pattern for 
traffic and neighborhood schools. But a 
referendum last year changed the plan 
to bring about no change on the Main 
Street traffic flosv. 


The Anderson report said the edu- 


cational needs of Clintonville children 
are met by the existing quarters and 
equipment in the school district and in 
tsvo parochial schools. 


The individual public school physical 


plants are: 


— Embarrass Elementary School. It 


is located in the Village of Embarrass 
and serves grades 1-6 in a four-room 
structure. 


— Dellsvood Elementary School. It is 


located next to the senior high school, 
south of Green Tree Road on the city's 
north side, and serves kindergarten 
through grade 4. 


— Senior high school. It is on the city's

— Rexford Elementary School. It is

Steiger critical 
of Ford vetoes, 
leadership role 


WASHINGTON - 
President Gerald 


Ford must exert greater firmness and 
control and establish better relations 
svith Congress if he is to prevail as the 
nation's leader, Rep. William Steiger 
said today in his weekly "Washington 
Report." 


The Oshkosh Republican expressed 


great concern over the apparent break- 
dosvn of cooperation between the Presi- 
dent and Congress. He referred specific- 
ally to three legislative bills that, 
according to Steiger, the President has 
made poor decisions on. 


Steiger said there have been some ex- 


amples of the "spirit of cooperation and 
conciliation" that can svork for the pub- 
lic's good, such as the compromise be- 
tsveen Administration and Congress on a 
mass transit bill. But, Steiger said, "I 
must admit to some personal concern 
that the White House is either neglect- 
ing its homesvork or is simply losing its 
sensitivity to the mood of Congress." He 
cited two Presidential vetoes that were 
overriden by the House and Senate last 
week by huge vote margins. 


The bills, which now become lasv, will 


strengthen the Freedom of Information 
Act and revamp administration of the 
vocational rehabilitation program. 


The Oshkosh lawmaker called the 


Presidential vetoes "ill-advised," and 


said, "the White House offered no good 
reason whey they should not be over- 
riden. Simnle consultation svith the 
leadership of either party could have 
told administration officials they svould 
be inviting a setback if these bills svere 
vetoed." 


Steiger cited the delay in legislation 


dealing with veterans' benefits as the 
best example of the breakdosvn betsveen 
the White House and Congress. "Veter- 
ans using the GI bill to help them get 
through school have been caught help- 
lessly in the middle of an extended and. 
seemingly endless tug of svar between 
the executive and legislative branches," 
Steiger said. 


He noted both have proposed 
in- 


creases in benefits, but have not gotten 
together on a bill after many months of 
studies and proposals. 


"President Ford in the first several 


months of his Administration has shosvn 
himself to be a man of integrity, under- 
standing and compassion," Steiger re- 
lated. "Still, our rudderless ship of state 
needs direction. Unless he exerts 
greater firmness and control and unless 
he fosters a better svorking relationship 
with Congress. I fear the legislative han- 
dling of the veterans' benefits bill may 
become increasingly prevalent. That sve 
cannot afford," said Steiger.

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Water rate 
hike might 
be needed 


The state Department of Natural Re- 


sources (DNR) has approved prelimi- 
nary plans for a one million gallon ele- 
vated water storage tank for Appleton. 


Water plant Supt. Daniel Baer. who 


drew up the specifications for the tank 
to be located on the city's southeast side, 
said construction of the 140-foot-high- 
plus tank had been tentatively sched- 
uled for 197G. but current economic con- 
ditions now make that date uncertain. 


"Unquestionably, the construction of 


such a tank would necessitate c rate in- 
crease in the future." Baer also pointed 
out. 


Price tag for the facilities, which 


would increase the city water system's 
elevated storage tank capacity from 
three to four million gallons, is $600,000. 


Baer's plans for the tank were ap- 


proved with only minor modifications 
by the DNR's division of environmental 
standards. 


Baer said the tank has been recom- 


mended in two water commission con- 
sultant studies since 1967 for construc- 
tion by 1980. 


The tank, pinpointed for location near 


the intersection of Lourdes Drive and 
Joseph Street, would not only add to the 
city's stored water capacity but help it 
maintain more uniform water pressure 
throughout the city. Currently, pressure 
on the southeast side is sometimes be- 
low the average. 


The commission could decide what to 


do with the project at its Dec. 5 meeting. 
If the decision would be to go ahead now, 
Baer said, the earliest construction date 
possible would be 1976 because the city 
could not get steel delivery before then. 


The commission could decide to au- 


thorize the taking of bids at once, or 
delay the project to see what happens 
with the economy, Baer said. 


The city has two, half-million-gallon 


storage tanks and one two-million-gal- 
lon storage standpipe. 


If the commission went ahead with the 


project, it could not seek a water rate in- 
crease from the state Public Service 
Commission (PSC) until after the facil- 
ity is built. The water commission must 
demonstrate to the PSC that current wa- 
ter rates- do not bring in enough reve- 
nues to pay for the 5600,000 facility. 


Baer said that based on current water 


consumption, a rate increase would be 
required. 


The PSC gave the water commission 


approval for a water rate increase in 
June, the first increase since 1971. That 
increase amounted to an average of 11 or 
12 per cent more in water fees for the av- 
erage consumer. The new rates went 
into effect in July. 


The PSC allowed the water utility a 5.5 


per cent return on investment (profit), 
the normal return allowed water utili- 
ties. Baer said today the revenues that 
could be set aside with that 5.5 per cent 
return would not be enough to pay for 
the S600,000 water tank. 


Baer submitted his plans for the ele- 


vated water tank to the division of envi- 
ronmental standards Sept. 4.

It 
accommodates 180 pupils, about 100 
fewer than the peak figure experienced 
earlier. Since the earlier plan, a new St. 
Martin Lutheran Church was con- 
structed and includes a cafeteria, ad- 
ministrative offices and a music room. 
Classrooms also were renovated.-Pupils 
in grades 7 and 8 use the junior high 
school for science, home economics and 
industrial arts classes. 


The Anderson updated plan also out- 


lined changes and improvements affect- 
ing the school system since 1965: 


— Ten temporary quarters for classes 


were discontinued. 


— Longfellow addition in 1966 pro- 


vided for a junior high library, band 
room, chorus room and four classrooms 
on the second floor and elementary 
school classrooms and district adminis- 
trative offices on the first floor. District 
administrative offices now are located 
temporarily in the basement of Tethe 
Masonic Temple so space can be used 
for special education classes. 


— Seven parcels totaling i.5 acres 


were purchased for the expansion of the 
Rexford-Longfellow-junior high school 
site. 


— An addition to the senior high in 


1969 provided for industrial arts 
classes. 


— Twelve acres north of Green Tree 


Road were purchased to expand the us-

staffed campus network, some $35 million 
has been invested in physical facilities.

Water rate 
hike might 
be needed 


The state Department of Natural Re- 


sources (DNR) has approved prelimi- 
nary plans for a one million gallon ele- 
vated water storage tank for Appleton. 


Water plant Supt. Daniel Baer, who 


drew up the specifications for the tank 
lo be located on the city's southeast side, 
said construction of the 140-foot-high- 
plus tank had been tentatively sched- 
uled for 197G, but current economic con- 
ditions now make that date uncertain. 


"Unquestionably, the construction of 


such a tank would necessitate a rate in- 
crease in the future," Baer also pointed 
out. 


Price tag for the facilities, which 


would increase the city water system's 
elevated storage tank capacity from 
three to four million gallons, is $600,000. 


Baer's plans for the tank were ap- 


proved with only minor modifications 
by the DNR's division of environmental 
standards. 


Baer said the tank has been recom- 


mended in two water commission con- 
sultant studies since 1967 for construc- 
tion by 1980. 


The tank, pinpointed for location near 


the intersection of Lourdes Drive and 
Joseph Street, would not only add to the 
city's stored water capacity but help it 
maintain more uniform water pressure 
throughout the city. Currently, pressure 
on the southeast side is sometimes be- 
low the average. 


The commission could decide what to 


do with the project at its Dec. 5 meeting. 
If the decision would be to go ahead now, 
Baer said, the earliest construction date 
possible would be 1976 because the city 
could not get steel delivery before then. 


The commission could decide to au- 


thorize the taking of bids at once, or 
delay the project to see what happens 
with the economy, Baer said. 


The city has two, half-million-gallon 


storage tanks and one two-million-gal- 
lon storage standpipe. 


If the commission went ahead with the 


project, it could not seek a water rate in- 
crease from the state Public Service 
Commission (PSC) until after the facil- 
ity is built. The water commission must 
demonstrate to the PSC that current wa- 
ter rates- do not bring in enough reve- 
nues to pay for the 5600,000 facility. 


Baer said that based on current water 


consumption, a rate increase would be 
required. 


The PSC gave the water commission 


approval for a water rate increase in 
June, the first increase since 1971. That 
increase amounted loan average of 11 or 
12 per cent more in water fees for the av- 
erage consumer. The new rates went 
into effect in July. 


The PSC allowed the water utility a 5.5 


per cent return on investment (profit), 
the normal return allowed water utili- 
ties. Baer said today the revenues that 
could be set aside wim that 5.5 per cent 
return would not be enough to pay for 
the $600,000 water tank.

On State 47. they white-knuckled their 
way across glare ice u n t i l salt finally'cleared the roads well 
after the rush hour. Cars from U.S. 41 which spilled onto 
County Trunk E found the same conditions. No salt, no sand. 


For persons who have been driving those routes early m 


the morning over a number of years, the treacherous condi- 
tions came as no great surprise. They have learned that Out- 
agamie County is consistently slow in getting salt on the 
roads, a lot slower than surrounding counties. 


It might surprise them, though, to find out that the policy 


is intentional. That's right, intentional. 


The Outagamie County Highway Department doesn't be- 


lieve in salting roads. It believes drivers ought to be able to 
keep their cars on the road, or not drive. Simple. 


This ignorant whim sends thousands of drivers and pas- 


sengers out onto the roads many times a year to risk their 
lives and vehicles. 


The Outagamie County department is due to get new lead- 


ership m a year, but if we wait for that to happen, drivers 
will have to skid through another winter. The county high- 
way committee, or the county executive, or if necessary the 
county board, should do something now to eliminate the de- 
molition derby mentality in the department.

This is no time to let down guard 


BEIRUT — Sobriety, no: exultation, is the 


nght reaction to the new arrangement to limit 
strategic weapons blocked out by President 
Ford and Party Secretary- Brezhnev at Vladivos- 
tok 


For around the world, and especially here m 


the Near East, the Soviet Union and it's friends 
are making great gains at American expense 
The world is paying a high price for detente, and 
the United States, far from glowing cheerfully, 
should be flying warning signals. 


The most striking sign of Soviet success is the 


blow which has been delivered to Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger's plan for a political set- 
tlement here in the Near East. The basic idea 
was for a step-by-step approach toward accord 
between Israel and Egypt. Since Egypt would 
not go it alone, another Arab partner had to be 
found for each step of the talks The designated 
partner for the next stage was Jordan. 


But Jordan has been knocked out of the game 


by the acceptance of Yasir Arafat and his Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization as the legitimate 
representatives of the Palestinian cause The 
Russians put their money on Arafat at exactly 
the nght moment. He owes them not a little of 
his present status, and he will have to depend on 
their support more and more as he struggles 
forward 


The blow to the peace process inevitably 


raises tensions between Israel and Syria. Each 
— and maybe not wrongly — suspects the ether 
of wantjng a new- round of fighting. The renewed 
threat of war increases Syrian dependence on 
Russia, the principal supplier of weapons to 
Damascus. 


So acute is the danger that even the Egyptians 


have felt constrained to turn to Moscow. Brezh- 
nev' is due in Cairo in January for talks which 
may well mirk the resumption of full-scale So- 
viet military assistance to Egypt. 


Thus since last spring, when Cairo and Da- 


mascus were bashing Moscow with a vengeance, 
there has been a complete Soviet comeback in 
the Near East. Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko has played his hand masterfully, and the 
Russian future here is not dark. 


At the same time, the Communists are mak- 


ing hay in Europe. Except for Greece, where the 
electoral victory of Constantme Caramanlis is a 
bright spot, the countries of the northern Medi- 
terranean shore have disciplined Communist 
movements now knocking at the gates of power. 


Inflation has sapped the will of almost all 


other European countries. Even the doughty 
Helmut Schmidt in West Germany is having to 
ease off his determination to govern with au- 
thority Valery Giscard c" Estamg in France is 


turning out to be about as friendly to the United 
States as Charles de Gaulle. So from the Soviet 
point of view, the European situation hardly 
could be more favorable. 


Except for Iran, weakness approaching disin- 


tegration marks the countries of South Asia, and 
in East Asia opportunity beckons the Russians. 
As the fall of Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka in- 
dicates, the Japanese have not figured out the 
role they are going to play in a world trans- 
figured by the sudden spurt m the prices and 
importance of basic commodities. Tokyo is more 
than ever open to Soviet blandishment. 


The Chinese — by the hint of a settlement of 


the border dispute which they dropped in the 
Nov. 7 note to Russia — have underlined a 
strong future possibility. That is that Peking, 
while not making it up with Moscow, will at least 
stop treating the Russians as public enemy No. 1 
when Mao Tse-tung dies 


In these conditions, there is no place for Amer- 


ican elation about the Vladivostok agreement. It 
is a useful supplement to the 1972 Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks accord at best. Far from 
exulting about breakthroughs, American offi- 
cials ought now to be especially wary. The Rus- 
sians are on the move, and this is just the wrong 
time to let down the guard.

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The economy and pollution 


The oil shortage had barely hit the United States a year ago 


when some industrial leaders began complaining that pollu- 
tion abatement and clean up regulations should be softened. 


Emission controls on automobiles, restrictions on strip 


mining, tighter regulations on methods of refining and han- 
dling chemicals and metals were driving up prices, making 
inflation worse and shortages greater. But testimony last 
week before the Joint Economic Committee of Congress indi- 
cates it just isn't so. 


"Pollution abatement expenditures are not having, and 


will not have a significant impact upon the rate of inflation," 
John Busterud, of the President's Council on Environmental 
Quality, testified. The pollution programs have added only 
about half a per cent to the nearly 20 per cent annual rate of 
increase m the wholesale price index. 


Nor have pollution abatement measures seriously affected 


unemployment, he argued. Since 1971, 69 industrial plants 
have closed, claiming pollution requirements as an impor- 
tant factor. But only 14 involved federal enforcement action, 
according to the Environmental Protection Agency. 


And there is another side to the story. Air pollution abate- 


ment costs reached S5 billion, according to the EPA. But 
clean air programs have meant a savings of $11.2 billion a 
year in less crop damage, less corrosion and better public 
health, according to Russell Train of EPA. 


Efforts to slow down the various types of pollution cer- 


tainly have hit some industries more than others. Pollution 
cannot be halted everywhere immediately. 


But care must also be taken not to abandon anti-pollution 


measures because of the current shaky economic situation in 
the country. Our economy is repairable, but much of the 
damage we do to our environment cannot be repaired. 


Should Britain withdraw? 


This is a time of powerful and destructive fanatics. 
In discussing the problem, Joseph Harsch suggests in the 


Christian Science Monitor that "somehow the fanatic must 
be given a stake in peace. He can't be exterminated. He must 
be won over." But how? 


The appearance of Palestinian Liberation Organization 


leader Yasser Arafat at the United Nations may give the 
PLO such a stake, and their handling of the most recent sky- 
jacking and murders will demonstrate their responsibility. 
But the acceptance of Arafat also has encouraged Irish Re- 
publican Army provisional into new violence. After all, if 
terrorism works for the Palestinians, why shouldn't it work 
for the Irish? 


There are rumours that both groups of terrorists in North- 


ern Ireland, the IRA and the Protestant Ulster extremists, 
are actually cooperating in seeking illegal weapons. Terror 
has become a game, just as it has in many large cities in the 
United States where many times the annual number of 
murders of Ulster occur. How can such people be persuaded 
that the best course for them as individuals, as well as mem- 
bers of an issue-oriented organization, lies in peace and or- 
der? In Ireland the issue is no longer really the presence 
of the British Army, internment, the Pope, or union with the 
Republic. Terrorism apparently has become justified for its 
own sake. 


The British are taking tough measures to protect the Eng- 


lish at home. Travel will be restricted to and from Ulster and 
Ireland, suspected persons may be detained for longer peri- 
ods and the IRA may be banned, as it is in Ulster and the 
Republic. But terrorism is virtually impossible to prevent by 
force alone if any semblance of civil rights are to be main- 
tained 


Somehow the Irish extremists must come to believe that 


iheir wants can be met better in peace than in war. And it 
just may be coming to the lime when the complete with- 
drawal of British forces from Northern Ireland might en- 
courage that process. 


There wouldn't be immediate peace. There wouldn't be 


unification of the whole island for a long, long time. But 
maybe the Irish, north and south. Roman Catholic and Pro- 
testant, could learn to live side by side, however uneasily, 
and stop making terrorism profitable and fun.

Trusted friends' get top jobs 


MADISON — To an extent rarely ob- 


served in state administration. Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey has turned to old and 
trusted fnends for most of the sensitive, 
difficult or otherwise unusually de- 
manding subordinate offices under his 
appointive control. 


A thorough examination of the hun- 


dreds of choices he has made for respon- 
sible and full-time offices demanding 
energy- and judgment and intelligence, 
as well as the more honorary' part-time 
positions carrying small pay but sub- 
stantial prestige, probably would show 
a reliable list of those of his good and 
trusted fnends who desired such places 
or were available upon his request. 


The most illustrative currently is the 


impending installation of his loyal and 
faithful state Assembly lieutenant, An- 
thony Earl of Wausau. in what is per- 
haps the most demanding and powerful 
administrative office below that of the 
governorship 


The secretary of the Department of 


Administration is truly the "assistant 
governor " No other officer in the sys- 
tem, whether his credentials come from 
the constitution or the laws, even the 
lieutenant governor, has comparable 
power and responsibility and the capac- 
ity to aid or harm his sponsor to the de- 


gree that Earl will have as the successor 
of Joe Nusbaum, who retired volun- 
tarily and for personal reasons. 


The Department of Administration 


was the first experiment in the state 
government in the "cabinet" system 
that Lucey is now so anxious to extend to 
other operating departments. It was in- 
vented by Gaylord Nelson when he be- 
came governor 15 years ago, and was 
willingly supported" by some key Re- 
publicans m the state Senate at the 
time. That some of those Republicans 
who survive today are on the record as 
opposed to extension of the cabinet idea 
does not prove that they are inconsist- 
ent. 


The administration department was 


planned as a consolidated housekeeping 
department. That the executive should 
have a deputy with responsibility for 
purchasing, personnel administration, 
supervision of capital construction and 
other nonpolicy duties, however impor- 
tant, appeared plausible. That the exec- 
ut.ve also should have political deputies 
with policy making authority, as in nat- 
ural resources and health'and social 
services and others, appears less plau- 
sible to some persons, and especially 
Republicans. 


Earl is one of the best liked of the leg- 


islative politicians who have risen to 
leadership place in recent times. That 
he could find a place in the Lucey politi- 
cal household after the denial of his as- 
piration for higher elective office was 
never doubted. Presumably public opin- 
ion will be more fnendly toward his 
nomination for the Department of Ad- 
ministration than for others with which 
his name has been connected lately in 
political speculation, such as the De- 
partment of Natural Resources. 


Notwithstanding, there has been a 


heavy pressure in public service em- 
ployment lately to acknowledge the 
qualifications of those with formal uni- 
versity training in the newly defined sci- 
ence of public administration. 


The fact that they have graduate de- 


grees from schools of public adminis- 
tration is the reason that governors have 
been able to justify the generously high 
salaries in the Department of Adminis- 
tration. The pay cannot be matched in 
any other categories, except in some of 
the ranking medical and psychiatric po- 
sitions in the state service. 


Earl will command his huge depart- 


ment with a mere law degree, a circum- 
stance that may arouse some resent- 
ment among his underlings. 


The departure of Nusbaum was not 


unexpected. Once before he found the 
command job too strenuous and sought 
relief from pressure elsewhere. The 
Capitol won't be surprised if once more 
he seeks out a small college in a rural 
environment. That was the work in 
which he was happy four years ago when 
Lucey was elected governor and sum- 
moned him to be "assistant governor." 


Interestingly enough, one of the rea- 


sons modern young people object to th"e 
term "wedlock'" is the implication rbat 
the couple is manacled or handcuffed to- 
gether in the institution of matmmony.

It is my feeling that we have not yet;

The traditional form of matrimony is too 
Tilled with rigidities, injustices and in- 
consistencies; yet the new "cohabs" 
merely have exchanged one set of diffi- 
culties for another, for without a deep 
sense of permanence and commitment, 
the living fabric is too fragile to sustain 
a family.

Middle east explosion 
would hurt West most 


WASHINGTON - Darkest fears of 


U.S. policymakers about another Arab- 
Israeli war center not on a U.S.-Soviet 
confrontation but on a different scenario 
which threatens bloodless but still cata- 
strophic consequences for the United 
States and its European allies. 


Rather than Israel being forced to ap- 


peal for emergency military help from 
Washington as it did after the Arab at- 
tack in the October war of 1973, this 
"worst case" scenario of American pol- 
icymakers presumes a brilliant, swift 
Israeli victory in the next war. 


There would be no Soviet intervention 


on the Arab side — no Russian "volun- 
teers" to trigger immediate response 
from 
Washington. 
Instead. Moscow 


would do little more than wring its 
hands and send the Arabs more weap- 
ons while vital oil supplies were cut off. 
to accelerate the economic collapse of 
the West. 


See economic deterioration 


The'Kremlin is genuinely committed 


to detente. Behind the cover of detente 
the Soviets perceive the U.S. and the 
West deteriorating economically, the 
Western alliance generally in jeopardy 
and Southern Europe from Portugal to 
Turkey, in particular, in political di- 
sarray. 


So, the last thing the Russians want is 


an international explosion, not only be- 
cause of the inherent risks of nuclear 
war but also because it could terminate 
overnight the pro-detente politics of the 
U.S. the Kremlin desires. 


Under this ominous thesis, an Israeli 


victory in a fifth Mideast war would 
evoke an extremely confirms Sovier re- 
action limited to words and weapons — 
not intervention. But the inevitable oil 
boycott, which would immediately des- 
cend on the U.S. and possibly Europe 
too. would hasten the economic decline 
of the West and further divide the U.S. 
from its allies. 


A quick Israeli military success of the 


kind envisioned by policymakers here is 
realistic, both in political and military 
terms. 


Politically, Israel 
is under 
ever- 


harsher pressures from Western Eu- 
rope and the entire Communist world to 
withdraw from Arab territories. Arabs 
living in the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
are being rapidly radicalized under the 


new influence of the Palestine Liber- 
ation 
Organization (PLO). So, an Is- 


raeli preemptive strike against Syria is 
taken deadly seriously. 


Military victory presumed likely 


Militarily, an Israeli victory is pre- 


sumed likely, based on technological su- 
periority. Israel would establish new 
lines deeper in Syrian territory, per- 
haps at the town of Saasaa where Is- 
raelis halted their 1973 advance. 


Moscow would then demand that 


Washington move Israel back, not just 
to present lines but all the way to lines 
preceding the six-day war of 1967. How- 
ever, Moscow would not really expect an 
Israeli withdrawal — nor very much 
care. In short, the Kremlin would make 
a lot of noise, but watch with a smile on 
the face of the bear while the world iso- 
lated Israel and the United States. 


Such an eventuality carries awesome 


risks. "This is a nightmare in which we 
would bL> stuck with all the responsi- 
bility and blame but very little author- 
ity," one Mideast expert told us. 


In 
Washington, 
foreign 
diplomats 


agree. Some, with close connections in 
Moscow, say that former President 
Nixon's worldwide military alert at the 
height of the 1973 October war, after 
Moscow threatened to send Soviet para- 
troopers to the Suez Canal, terrified the 
Kremlin with the spectre of World War 
I I I . Moscow, these diplomats hold, is un- 
likely to risk direct future confrontation 
with Washington. 


Moreover, Egypt and Syria have expe- 


rienced one disappointment after an- 


other in futile American efforts to get Is- 
rael to withdraw from their territories, 
placing Moscow on a far stronger Arab 
footing than one year ago. 


Lose faith in U.S. 


At that time, after the dramatic cease- 


fire engineered by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, there seemed to be 
serious U.S. intentions to persuade Is- 
rael to withdraw from the occupied ter- 
ritories. Consequently, the Syrians and 
Egyptians looked to Washington, not 
Moscow. 


All that has changed — for the worse. 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat has 
"postponed," in diplomatic verbiage, 
his trip to Washington next month so he 
can stay home and welcome Soviet party 
chief Leonid Brezhnev. There is l i t t l e 
hope for more diplomatic miracles from 
Kissinger. 


Finally, a Soviet refusal to become ac- 


tively engaged in a f i f t h Arab-Israeli 
war even if the Arabs were blitzed could 
scarcely damage the Soviets. The irabs 
today have nowhere else to turn. 


Hence, the nightmare of this "worst 


case" scenario. With Israel even deeper 
into Arab lands and Arab oil shut off 
from the U.S. and perhaps its allies, 
what is now a barely tolerable political- 
military stalemate m the Mideast would 
become intolerable.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Lowell P. 


Weicker, R-Conn., says former White 
House Counsel John W. Dean III de- 
serves a reduction in his prison term be- 
cause of his Watergate disclosures. 


"Whatever hurt John Dean did his fel- 


low countrymen was more than re- 
placed by the risks which he took on 
their behalf," Weicker said in a letter to 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica. 


Dean was sentenced by Sirica to one to 


four years' imprisonment for obstruct- 
ion of justice in the Watergate case. He 
began serving the term last Sept. 3 at 
Ft. Holabird in Baltimore, Md. 


In his letter, dated Tuesday and re- 


leased Thursday. Weicker. a member of 
the Senate Watergate committee, said 
he has known Dean since May 1973. 


"Since that time, I have heard this 


young man step out from under the pro- 
tection of the most powerful office in the 
world and to tell the truth of the abuse of 
that office to the American people," 
Weicker wrote. He continued: 


"There is no question in my mind that 


did he not so act, the whole truth would 
never have surfaced (at least not in 
timely fashion). There is also no doubt 
in my mind that the former President 
(Richard M. Nixon) and his intimates 
did everything possible to destroy this 
man, his family and associates. 


"I do not defend either those matters 


of which Mr. Dean stands convicted or 
those indiscretions 
to which he has 


owned up. I do, however, want to see the 
value of truth and courage re-estab- 
lished in this nation. 


"In any event, I know that in this in- 


stance, as in all the others of your 
honor's distinguished career, you will 


^call the shots fair and square." 


Weicker said he understood Dean has 


moved or will move formally for a re- 
duction in sentence and also that it was 
appropriate for acquaintances of sen- 


tenced defendants to write letterslln 
their behalf. 


The Connecticut Republican was a 


staunch defender of Dean's credibility 
during the Senate Watergate hearings 
last year, in the face of repeated attacks 
on Dean's testimony by former associ- 
ates in the Nixon White House.
